It was a season of heartache and uncontrollable joy. 
In his fifteenth year at the helm, Coach “Doc” Jacobs 
produced a St. Michael’s team that was capable of 
great basketball. 

Faced with the task of replacing two starters, Jacobs 
came up with two remarkable sophomores in Richie 
Tarrant and Ed Kryger. As individuals they sparkled, 
and they fit perfectly into the team. 

The 1963 Knights had as co-captains Walt Baumann 
and Fred Cerrato. Baumann, a forward, scored from 
everywhere as he ended with a 17.3 p.p.g. average. 
Cerrato, a flashy guard, could dazzle any opponent into 
submission with his ball-handling wizardry. 

The fifth starting slot was given to the capable hands 
of Junior Ed McDonnell and he paid handsome divi- 
dends as he ripped the cords for a 10.9 p.p.g. average.

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The season started on a sour note when the 
Knights journeyed to Waterville to engage the 
powerful Colby Mules. The team fell to the phe- 
nomenally hot hands of the Mules, 72-66. Walt 
Baumann and Ed McDonnell shared scoring hon- 
ors with 17 points. 

The Purple Knights started on the victory trail 
with a lop-sided 84-61 disposal of Norwich; and 
followed it up with a 70-53 triumph over Middle- 
bury. Next came the “big one” with the mighty 
Crusaders of Holy Cross. We gave it a valiant try 
but fell short by a 60-51 tally. 

Coming back from a three week layoff, the 
Knights beat Hartford U. 81-70 and demolished 
Norwich 78-53, and Middlebury 87-50. 

The high-flying Hawks from St. Anselm’s were 
the next to face the Jacobsmen. Remembering 
last year’s humiliating defeat, the Knights wanted 
a sweet revenge. Down 33-19 at the half, the 
Knights came out of the locker room determined 
to play the brand of ball they were capable of. 
It was a mountainous task, but with six seconds 
to go, Walt Baumann made the play that broke 
so many hearts—and healed so many more. At 
the charity stripe for two shots, Baumann sank 
them both for a vindicating 70-68 win. With St. 
A’s out of the way, the first half of a brutal assign- 
ment was completed. Northeastern was next. 


The Huskies from Boston upheld their number 
one rating. It was a bitter battle. We were with 
them all the way, ending up six precious points 
short, 62-56. 

Returning to the home floor of the Auditorium, 
“Doc” Jacobs’ charges buried LeMoyne College 
by 18 points, 74-56. Rich Tarrant was high man 
with 24 markers. 

Heartbreaking losses to Assumption, 68-62, 
and Vermont, 90-77, followed, but then the Pur- 
ple Knights went on a scoring rampage. 

They prepped for the second U.V.M. game by 
dumping Stonehill 74-62. The “blood” game 
proved to be no contest for the overpowering 
Knights. Richie Tarrant played like a man pos- 
sessed, scoring 27 points, hauling down 23 re- 
bounds, and holding Benny Becton scoreless. This 
time the Cats crawled off the floor to the tune of 
a 88-62 drubbing. 

A.LC. and St. Lawrence felt the wrath of Saints 
too. Leading the Aces by 26 with still ten min- 
utes to go, the Purple and Gold left the Audito- 
rium with an easy 84-68 victory. Then the Larries 
were victimized by an 87-63 massacre. 

The St. Michael’s scoring record was smashed 
when the 1963 Knights tallied 109 points against 
an outclassed Merrimack quintet. Co-captain Walt 
Baumann burned the buckets for 36 points.

Baumann, Tarrant and 
Kryger teamed up to pull down a remarkable 43 
rebounds. In an exhibition game the following 
night the Jacobsmen succumbed to the NYAC 
83-72. 

The St. Michael’s hardwood quintet closed out 
the season with a 13-5 record, tenth best in New 
England. No state team has upset our champion- 
ship hold since 1953. We were unbeated at home 
and ran the string here to 14. We lost four seniors, 
and the gaps will be difficult to fill, but chances 
are excellent that 1962 frosh high scorer Vince 
Kazalonis and transfer Jim Dooley can do the job. 
Phil Taylor, this year’s Freshman high scorer, is 
sure to make it a struggle for the backcourt.
